ECLIPSES,  1907.— In  the  year  1907  there  will  be  four  eclipses  :  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon ;  and  a  transit  of  Mercury  over  the  Sun's  disk. 
I.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  January  14.   Invisible.   Visible  to  Asia,  "Western  Europe  and  a  portion  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 
II.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  January  29.   Visible  in  part  to  portions  of  North  America,  and  to  Asia,  Australia,  and  the  Pacific  and  I 
Indian  Oceans.   Occurring  at  the  times  given  in  the  table  below. 

III.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July  10.   Invisible.   Visible  to  South  America  and  the  Southern  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans. 

IV.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  July  •24-25.   Visible  to  North  and  South  America,  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans,  and  in  part  to  the 
western  portions  of  Europe  and  Africa.   Occurring  at  the  times  given  below. 

V.  A  Transit  of  Mercury,  November  14.   Visible  generally  to  Europe,  Africa  and  South  America,  and  in  part  to  the  eastern  portions  of 
North  America,  the  western  portions  of  Asia,  and  the  extreme  western  edge  of  Australia.   Occurring  as  follows  :

Glance  at  any  particular  date,  let  your  eye  follow  on  same  line  to  the  Moonlight 
diagram,  the  heads  of  columns  in  which  will  tell  you  the  hours  of  the  night ;  the  black 
squares  thus  |,  denote  the  hours  in  which  it  will  be  dark  ;  the  white  squares  bearing  the 
Moon's  face  in  any  of  its  phases  thus  ©  £)  Q  Dd  DC®,  the  hours  during  which  it  will 
shine,  and,  by  the  particular  phase,  about  how  much  light  to  expect. 

If  the  signs  face  the  left,  the  waxing  Moon  is  indicated ;  if  the  right,  the  waning 
Moon,  while  the  new  Moon  is  indicated  thus  (•).  The  white  squares  bearing  in  them  the 
Sun's  face  thus  &  U  |£,  indicate  sunlight  in  the  early  evening  and  morning  hours.

THE  THROAT  of -every  patient  should  be  examined, 

in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  UVULA  OR  PENDULUM  OF  THE

Where  galls  cannot  be  had,  a  strong  infusion  of  Oak  Bark  may  be  used. 

If  the  above  or  similar  means  .should  fail  after  a  proper 
trial,  a  sufficient  portion  of  the  uvula  should  be  removed  by 
an  operation,  so  as  to  obviate  its  irritating- effects  on  the  throat. 

CROUP. — This  terrible  and  fatal  disease  must  he  subdued 
at  once  or  a  life  may.  be  lost.  Give  two  or  three  times  the 
usual  dose  of  Expectorant,  in  order  to  produce  immediate 
vomiting,  and  if  the-  desired  effect  does  not  ensue,  another 
dose  of  less  quantity  may  be  given.  Flannel  cloths,  wet  with 
Jayne's  Liniment  or  with  Spirits  of  Turpentine,  should  be 
simultaneously  applied  to  the  patient's  throat  and  breast.

As  a  general  rule,  when  the  patient  is  laboring  under 
fever,  and  more  especially  if  there  be  any  irritating 
substance  lodged  in  the  stomach  and  bowels  (as  undi- 
gested food,  fruit,  etc.),  it  will  be  advisable  to  purge 
moderately  with  Calcined  Magnesia,  Castor  Oil,  Ro- 
chelle Salts,  an  infusion  of  Senna,  Salts  and  Ginger, 
or  Sanative  Pills;  for  in  such  cases  the  Carminative  often 
acts  as  a  laxative  until  it  removes  the  cause  of  irritation, 
and  by  using  a  purgative  beforehand  much  time  will  be 
saved.

It  may  be  made  of  various  strengths,  as  with  twenty,  forty 
or  sixty  grains  of  the  Iodide  to  the  ounce. 


OINTMENT  OF  IODIDE  OF  POTASSIUM. 

Rub  the  Iodide  into  a  fine  powder,  and  triturate  well  with  half  an  ounce  of 
lard  and  half  an  ounce  of  spermaceti,  previously  melted  together. 

WASH  FOR.  ERUPTIONS. 

The  following  wash  is  often  very  serviceable  for  eruptions  and  blotches  on 
th?  face  and  neck :  Take  dried  (unmanufactured)  tobacco  leaves,  half  an 
ounce.  Pour  on  a  pint  of  boiling  water,  let  stand  for  one  hour,  then  strain  and 
add  to  it  thirty  drops  of  Creosote.  With  this  infusion  wet  the  parts  frequently 
through  the  day,  and  at  night  moisten  cloths  or  cotton  in  it  and  lay  upon  the 
parts  affected.    The  use  of  the  Alterative  should  not  be  omitted  for  a  single  day. 

Sometimes,  when  the  system  begins  to  be  pretty  well  saturated  with  the 
Alterative,  is*eloXerkt  tumors  and  diseased  or  obstructed  glands 
may  for  a  time  be  somewhat  enlarged,  and  remain  so  from  four  or  five 
days  to  two  or  three  weeks,  after  which  they  become  gradually  smaller,  until 
they  entirely  disappear. 

To  Ulcers,  if  inflamed  or  angry,  a  poultice  made  of  powdered  slip- 
pery-elm bark  and  water  should  be  applied  and  repeated  until  the  inflammation 
subsides.  If  painful,  the  poultice  may  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  using  a 
decoction  of  hops  instead  of  the  water,  after  which  the  Ulcers  may  be  dressed 
two  or  three  times  a  day  with  the  subjoined 

SALVE  FOR  ULCERS, 

which  is  made  with  three  parts  of  beeswax,  two  of  lard,  one  of  mutton-suet 
and  one  of  common  rosin,  melted  together  and  stirred  until  cold,  to  prevent 
separation.  Ulcers  of  long  standing,  when  irritable  or  painful,  with  a  burnjng 
sensation,  or  when  they  do  not  show  a  disposition  to  heal,  or  when  the  edges 
are  covered  with  a  dead  white  skin  or  scurf,  should  be  penciled  on  the  edges 
every  week  or  ten  days  with  lunar  caustic,  and  then  poulticed  until  the  inflam- 
mation subsides,  after  which  they  may  be  dressed  with  the  salve  above 
mentioned. 

To  facilitate  the  cure  of  Goitre  (Swelled  Neck),  Cancerous  or 
Scrofulous  Tumors,  or  other  swellings,  moisten  the  skin,  i£ 
sound  and  not  unbroken  by  Ulcers,  night  and  morning  with  the  following 

SOLUTION  OF  IODINE, 

which  may  be  put  up  by  any  respectable  apothecary :  Take  of  Iodine,  one 
drachm  ;  of  Iodide  of  Potassium,  two  drachms,  and  dissolve  in  two  and  a  half 
ounces  of  soft  water.  Apply  this  solution  with  a  feather,  and  continue  its  use 
twice  a  day  until  the  Tumor  disappears.  If  the  parts  should  become  too  tender 
by  its  use,  it  may  be  omitted  for  a  single  day  only,  and  then  used  again.  Ft 
will  do  no  good  unless  it  causes  the  scurf-skin  to  peal  off  in  very  small 
scales,  which  it  will  probably  do  a  number  of  times  before  the  Tumor  entirely 
disappears.  It  is  not  necessary  to  rub  in  the  solution,  merely  wetting  the  skin 
night  and  morning  being  sufficient. 

This  solution  will  oftentimes  be  serviceable  if  applied  as  above  directed  over 
any  part  of  the  body  where  there  is  either  pain  or  swelling.

Remarks  on  Diet 


TO  GIVE  precise  rules  for  regulating  the  diet  in  each  particular  case  is  almost  impossible.  In  old  chronic  diseases  very 
little  attention  is  required  as  to  the  kind  and  quality;  but  in  all  acute,  inflammatory  and  febrile  diseases  a  proper 
attention  to  the  diet  is  important ;  and  in  many  instances  they  are  very  difficult  to  cure,  unless  the  patient  is  more  or  less 
restricted,  not  only  in  quality  but  also  in  the  quantity  of  his  food.  I  would  further  observe  that  in  some  diseases,  as  Inflammation 
of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  entire^  abstinence  from  food  several  days  together  is  often  of  the  utmost  importance.  Great  care  is 
requisite  in  convalescence  from  acute  diseases  not  to  partake  of  too  much,  nor  of  improper  food,  in  consequence  of  the  danger 
of  producing  a  relapse.  In  Chronic  ^Diseases  the  effect  that  different  kinds  of  food  have  upon  the  patient  should  be  observed. 
Food  or  drink  which  excites  fever,  or  in  any  way  distresses  the  stomach,  or  produces  a  drowsy  or  stupid  feeling,  or  causes  the 
slightest  pain  or  giddiness  of  the  head,  should  be  avoided. 

The  following  articles  will  often  produce  the  above  symptoms,  though  not  in  all  cases  ;  but  whichever  of  them  is  found  to 
disagree  with  the  patient  in  any  way,  as  above  mentioned,  its  use  should  be  avoided,  and  only  such  be  partaken  of  as  do  not 
produce  unpleasant  effects  :  All  malted,  vinous  or  spiritous  liquors,  tea  and  coffee,  particularly  the  latter  ;  all  kinds  of  cakes, 
pies  and  new  bread  ;  fish  of  all  kinds,  whether  fresh  or  salt ;  clams,  crabs,  lobsters,  terrapin,  veal,  fresh  pork,  dried  and  smoked 
meats,  sausages,  hashes  of  all  kinds,  fried  potatoes,  and  indeed  fried  victuals  of  any  kii.d ;  hard  boiled  and  fried  eggs,  rancid 
butter  or  meats,  cheese,  nuts,  almonds,  raisins,  gravies,  cabbages,  onions,  raw  or  fried,  salad,  cucumbers,  pickles,  etc. 

The  patient  may  partake  moderately  of  good,  light,  stale  bread,  crackers,  bran  bread,  soda  biscuit,  boiled  rice,  roasted  pota- 
toes with  salt,  cream,  milk,  rice,  corn  and  rye  mush,  calf's  feet  jelly,  gruels  of  wheat  flour,  arrow-root,  sago,  tapioca,  etc.,  the 
latter  of  which  may  be  made  with  milk  and  then  boiled  in  water  ;  very  soft  (nearly  raw)  boiled  eggs,  seasoned  with  salt  only ; 
good,  tender,  lean  and  juicy  beef  or  mutton,  slightly  broiled,  and  such  other  food  as  do  not  in  any  manner  affect  the  head  or 
stomach  as  above  mentioned.

This  tabte  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due 
consideration  of  the  attraction  of  the  Sun  and  Moon  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth,  and  wilt  by  simple  inspection, 
show  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  Quarters,  and  that  so 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail :

Wind  Remedies^ 

I HAVE  not  the  vanity  to  suppose  that  either  the  diseases  enumerated  or  the  treatment  recommended 
in  this  Catalogue  is  the  most  perfect  possible  to  be  given.

I  have  been  as  con- 
cise as  possible,  in  order  not  to  confuse  the  reader,  and  have  used  language  that  the  most  illiterate 
may  perfectly  comprehend.  A  majority  of  the  diseases  I  have  simply  named  in  connection  with  the 
remedies  to  be  used,  without  giving  details,  because  I  have  already  done  so  in  the  directions  accom- 
panying each  article. 

In  consequence  of  this  work  being  so  extensively  read  by  every  class,  age  and  sex,  I  have  felt 
myself  prohibited,  in  a  manner,  from  treating  upon  many  diseases,  especially  some  peculiar  to  females  ; 
of  others,  mentioned  in  the  Catalogue,  from  giving  as  full  details  and  methods  of  treatment  as  I  desired, 
and  again  from  making  public  the  particulars  of  many  important  cures.

ASTHMA,  or  PKtKisic,  is  caused  by  an  ac- 
cumulation of  mucus,  which  clogs  up  and  obstructs 
the  wind  tubes.  These  are  often  lessened  to  one-third 
of  their  usual  diameter  by  spasmodic  contraction,  so  that 
it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  respiration  can  be 
performed.  Jayne's  Expectorant  immediately  overcomes 
this  contraction,  while  at  the  same  time  it  loosens  the 
matter  which  clogs  them,  and  which  is,  by  a  free  and 
easy  expectoration,  ejected  from  the  lungs.

Fig.  3  represents  a  section  of  bronchia 
laid  open  to  show  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  obstructed  by  mucus  matter  when 
inflamed  by  Bronchitis.  Sometimes 
the  disease  is  very  much  aggravated 
by  a  dyspeptic  state  of  the  stomach, 
or  by  a  deposition  of  tubercles  in  the 
lungs;  and  again,  from  the  lining 
membrane  of  the  bronchia,  or  wind- 
pipe, being  more  or  less  inflamed  or 
irritated  in  each  attack,  it  is  often  left  in  a  weak,  diseased 
condition,  and  liable,  by  every  change  in  the  atmosphere,  to 
reproduce  the  difficulty  of  breathing.  As  soon  as  an  attack 
begins  to  subside — in  addition  to  the  use  of  Jayne's  Ex- 
pectorant, as  circumstances  may  require — Jayne's  Alterative 
should  be  taken  three  times  a  day,  according  to  the  direc- 
tions, until  the  general  health  is  completely  restored.

BRONCHITIS. — This  disease  is  more  prevalent  than 
any  other  of  the  pulmonary  organs ;  and  from  its  being  so 
much  neglected  in  its  earlier  stages,  or  mistaken  for  Con- 
sumption when  more  advanced,  thousands  are  annually 
destroyed  by  it.  In  its  commence- 
ment it  resembles  a  common  cold, 
attended  with  cough,  hoarseness,  more 
or  less  pain  or  soreness  of  the  lungs 
or  throat,  an  expectoration  of  mucus 
or  matter,  sometimes  mixed  with  blood, 
tightness  about  the  chest  or  throat, 
Asthma,  or  difficulty  of  breathing, 
and,  in  its  latest  stages,  hectic  fever 
and  night-sweats  prevail.  THE  DIS- 
EASE is  an  inflammation,  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  of  the  lining  of  the  bron- 
chia or  windpipe. 

Fig.  4  represents  this  bronchia  or 
windpipe,  showing  the  ramification 
of  its  numerous  branches  through 
both  lobes  of  the  lungs.  These 
branches  continue  to  be  divided  more  and  more  minutely 
until  they  can  no  longer  be  traced  by  the  eye.  It  is  through 
these  that  the  air,  in  breathing,  is  distributed  to  every  por- 
tion of  the  lungs,  and  the  oxygen  contained  in  it  brought 
into  immediate  contact  with  the  blood,  changing  it  in  color 
from  a  dark  purple  to  a  bright  florid  red,  revivified  for  the 
proper  uses  of  the  body. 

Jayne's  Expectorant  is  the  remedy  for  this  disease.  It  at 
once  relieves  the  cough,  pain  and  difficulty  of  breathing,  sub- 
dues the  inflammation,  and  by  producing  a  free  and  easy 
expectoration,  recent  attacks  are  removed  in  a  few  days.

j|  yet  even-  one  recovered.    To  all  I  administered  the  Carmina-

CHOREA,— [See  Epilepsy,  page  31.] 
CHRONIC  INFLAMMATION  of  the  Lining 
Membrane  of  ihe   Bowels. — This  disease  is  almost 
j  invariably  the  result  of  Liver  Complaint.    When  there  is 
]  no  swelling  of  the  abdomen  and  not  much  soreness,  this 
j  may  be  removed  by  taking  Jayne's  Sanative  Piils  every 
j  night  for  eight  or  ten  nights  in  succession.

as  to  cause  nausea.  Cover  up  warmly  in  bed,  and  in  a  short 
time  perspiration  will  be  induced,  which  should  be  encouraged 
and  kept  up  for  two  or  three  hours  by  taking  more  Expect- 
orant, if  necessary.  Ordinary  colds,  attended  with  cough, 
pain  in  the  chest  or  sides,  tightness  in  the  throat  or  breast,

It  is  besides 
a  safe  remedy,  and  may  be  given  with  advantage,  if  circum- 
stances  recmire  its  use,  while  Che  system  is  at  the  same  time 
suffering  from  inflammation  or  fevers,  and  is  a  powerful  aux-  j 
pay  in  subduing  them,  while  most  cough  remedies  are  known  i 
to  produce  injurious  consequences  from  their  stimulating 
qualities,  which  increase  the  febrile  action  of  the  heart  and 
arteries  and  excite  the  lungs  to  inflammation.    Jayne's  Expec-  , 
tyrant  should  be  taken  whenever  the  cough,  pain.  cUrnculty  j 
of  breathing,  tightness  or  constriction  about  the  throat  or  1 
chest  may  require  its  use,  without  regard  to  time  or  place, 
and  sliould  be  repeated  whenever  necessary ;  but,  of  course, 
when  so  often  repeated,  the  dose  must  be  very  much  reduced 
in  size.

'  these  exist.    The  best  remedies  for  this  condition  are  those  j 


so 
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which  impart  tone  to  the  system,  remove  the  impurities  from 
the  blood,  excite  the  absorbent  vessels  to  increased  action, 
and  stimulate  the  flow  of  urine  through  which  the  fluid 
is  carried  away.  These  results  are  usually  accomplished 
by  Jayne's  Alterative,  which  must  be  given  in  as  large  doses 
as  the  stomach  (or  rather  the  head)  will  bear,  and  persever- 
ingly  continued  until  a  cure  is  effected.  Meanwhile,  the 
bowels  should  be  kept  open  with  Jayne's  Sanative  Pills. 

DYSPEPSIA.— The  treatment  is  similar  to  that  of 
Liver  Complaint.  Take  a  dose  of  Sanative  Pills  every 
night  at  bedtime,  enough  to  operate  once,  and  not  more 
than  twice,  the  next  morning,  and  also  take  either  the 
Alterative  or  Vermifuge  three  times  a  day.

ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE  BONES,  Liver, 
Joints  or  OtHer  Parts  of  the  Body,  Elephant- 
iasis, etc. — Use  the  Alterative  and  Sanative  J^lls  accord- 
ing to  directions. 

ELONGATION  OF  THE  UVULA  or  Pend- 
ulum of  the  Palate. — From  repeated  colds,  light  inflam- 
mation and  swelling,  the  uvula  frequently  becomes  elongated, 
so  as  to  come  in  contact  with,  tickle  and  irritate  the  root 
of  the  tongue,  causing  a  hard,  short  and  dry  cough.  It 
may  easily  be  discovered  by  an  examination  of  the  inside  of 
the  throat.  No  remedy  can  effectually  relieve  this  cough 
until  the  cause  of  irritation  be  removed,  which  is  best  accom- 
plished by  use  of  the  Gargle,  mentioned  on  page  4. 

EPILEPSY  and  Convulsions,  or  Fits. —  This 
dreadful  affliction,  which  destroys  both  body  and  mind,  may 
be  either  Sympathetic  or  Idiopathic.  Sympathetic  when  pro- 
duced by  or  in  consequence  of  some  other  disease,  and  Idio- 
pathic when  it  is  the  primary  disease  and  not  arising  from  any 
other  disorder.  In  the  latter  case  it  is,  of  course,  incurable, 
but  when  the  cause  remains  unlocated,  it  may  be  due  to  pres- 
sure or  to  the  presence  of  subtle,  undetected  cerebral  poisons 
not  fully  understood,  and  these  can  frequently  be  removed 
by  the  persistent  use  of  a  proper  medicine. 

The  causes  of  Sympathetic  Epilepsy  are  numerous — as 
acidity  of  the  stomach,  the  irritation  of  worms,  colic,  diar- 
rhoea, great  loss  of  blood,  or  other  severe  evacuations,  loss 
of  sleep,  great  anxiety  and  severe  mental  labor ;  irritation 
from  teething,  the  cessation  of  customary  evacuations,  excesses 
of  all  kinds,  the  striking  in  of  eruptive  diseases,  as  Small- 
pox, Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  etc. ;  excessive  grief  or  fear, 
frights,  violent  fits  of  passion,  great  melancholy,  Dyspepsia, 
excessive  use  of  stimulants,  as  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors, 
tobacco,  etc.;  overloading  the  stomach  with  food,  fruits,  etc.; 
poisons,  injuries  or  diseases  of  the  head  or  brain,  great  irri- 
tation or  acute  pains  in  any  part  of  the  body ;  in  fact,  every-' 
thing  which  greatly  irritates  or  debilitates  the  nervous  system. 

Sympathetic  Convulsions  or  fits  are  not  always 

Epileptic  ;  but  this  is  of  little  consequence  so  far  as  the  treat- 
ment is  concerned;  besides  which,  if  the  attacks  are  not 
arrested  at  an  early  period  and  before  the  disease  becomes 
habitual,  they  glide  into  real  Epilepsies. 

IDIOPATHIC  EPILEPSY  is  usually  hereditary,  and  appears 
to  arise  from  some  peculiarity  of  formation. 

I  have  reached  this  conclusion  from  repeatedly  witnessing 
the  beneficial  results  from  the  use  of  Jayne's  Alterative. 
Some  have  been  entirely  cured,  and  others  greatly  benefited 
by  it.  Some  who  have  taken  it  for  weeks  have  not  perceived 
any  manifest  change ;  in  other  cases  the  Epilepsies  ceased 
very  soon  after  they  commenced  the  use  of  the  Alterative, 
and  remained  free  from  attacks  as  long  as  they  took  it,  and 
in  a  number  of  cases  the  attacks  have  never  returned. 

To  be  permanently  successful,  Jayne's  Alterative  should  be 
continued  for  a  much  longer  period  than  patients  usually  | 


take  it.  It  should  never  be  discontinued  in  less  than  six 
months,  and  a  year's  use  would  be  better,  so  that  the  morbid 
habit  might  be  permanently  removed.  Persons  liable  to 
attacks  should  never  allow  themselves  to  become  costive, 
should  avoid  excitement  and  all  stimulating  drinks,  never 
overload  the  stomach ;  in  fact,  should  be  strictly  temperate 
in  all  their  habits  ;  lie  with  their  heads  high,  and  never  with 
a  full  stomach.  They  should  also  be  careful  not  to  wear  their 
cravats  so  tight  as  to  press  upon  the  bloodvessels  of  the  neck. 

{A)  Whenever  the  cause  can  be  discovered,  the  remedies 
should  be  such  as  will  remove  it.  Thus,  if  they  arise  from 
costiveness,  the  bowels  should  be  freely  evacuated  by  the 
Sanative  Pills.  If  from  overloading  the  stomach  with  food, 
or  fruits,  etc.,  then  give  an  emetic.  If  from  worms,  give 
the  Vermifuge  and  Sanative  Pills.  If  from  teething,  let 
the  gums  be  lanced  down  to  the  protruding  teeth,  and  this 
will  afford  almost  immediate  relief.  If  from  colic,  flatu- 
lency, bowel  or  summer  complaint,  sour  stomach,  etc.,  then 
give  the  Carminative  Balsam.  If  the  cause  is  unkown  or 
the  disease  has  become  chronic,  then  give*  the  Alterative  regu- 
larly three  times  a  day  until  a  cure  is  either  effected  or  all 
hopes  of  it  are  abandoned.  The  bowels  should  at  the  same 
time  be  regulated  by  the  use  of  the  Sanative  Pills  when 
necessary. 

ERUPTIONS.— Use  the  Sanative  Pills  and  Alterative. 

ERYSIPELAS — (St.  Anthony's  Fire  or  Rose).— This  dis- 
ease, when  violent  and  accompanied  by  much  inflammation 
and  fever,  is  more  or  less  dangerous,  and  should  be  attended 
to  by  a  physician. 

FLATULENCY,  or  Wind  in  tKe  Stomach 
and  Dowels. — Use  the  Carminative  Balsam. 

GOITRE,  or  Swelled  NecK — (Bronchocele). — This 
is  a  tumor,  or  enlargement,  which  commences  upon  the  out- 
side of  the  windpipe,  between  it  and  the  skin,  and  gradually 
increases  until  it  fills  the  entire  space  between  the  chin  and 
the  top  of  the  breast-bone,  spreading  around  the  neck  from 
one  ear  to  the  other,  frequently  protruding  beyond  the  chin, 
producing  a  most  awful  deformity,  and  greatly  impeding 
respiration  and  the  power  of  swallowing ;  besides  which, 
from  its  great  pressure  on  the  blood-vessels  running  to  and 
from  the  head,  there  is  a  constant  liability  to  an  engorge- 
ment of  blood  in  the  brain,  and  of  Apoplexy,  Paralysis,  Epi- 
lepsy, etc.  GOITRE  NEVER  GOES  AWAY  SPONTANE- 
OUSLY, but  if  not  cured,  continues  increasing  in  size  as  long 
as  the  person  lives. 

Goitres  are  often  twice  the  size  that  persons  not  familiar 
with  them  would  suppose,  from  their  external  appearance,  as 
they  run  under  and  are  firmly  bound  down  by  the  muscles 
on  each  side  of  the  neck,  so  that  they  become  imbedded  in 
the  cellular  substances  underneath,  while  the  sides  of  the 
neck  retain,  to  a  considerable  extent,  their  round  and  even 
appearance,  whereby  the  real  magnitude  of  the  tumor  is  not 
apparent.  In  the  process  of  removal  the  external  parts  and 
extreme  points  are  first  absorbed  and  carried  away,  when 
the  muscles  on  the  side  of  the  neck,  which  had  been  pressed 
outward  by  the  mass  underneath  them,  immediately  regain 
their  true  position,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  sides  of 
the  neck  lose  all  their,  former  prominence.  In  front  of  the 
windpipe,  however,  there  is  no  resistance  to  its  outward 
projection,  except  the  external  skin  ;  hence,  in  front,  the 
tumor  may  often  appear  as  large  as  ever  to  the  casual 
observer,  when  in  reality  more  than  one-half  of  its  entire 
mass  has  been  removed. 

Fig.  5  represents  external  Goitre.  The  swelling  varies 
materially  with  different  persons — that  shown  in  Fig.  5 
being  the  shape  ordinarily  assumed.  The  disease  is  caused 
by  enlargement  of  the  Thyroid  Gland.  This  gland,  as 
shown  in  Fig.  6,  lies  over  and  on  each  side  of  the  windpipe, 
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between  the  potnum  /tdami  or  Adam's  Apple,  and  the  top 
at  the  breast  bone,  and  resembles  in  shape  a  pair  of 
saddle-bags.  The  lobes  on  each  side  are 
quite  large,  while  that  portion  which  lies 
on  the  outside  of  the  windpipe,  and 
connects  the  two  lobes  to  each  other,  is 
thin  and  narrow.  Occasionally  one  or 
both  of  these  lobes  commence  enlarg- 
ing inwardly  instead  of  outwardly.  in>in- 
uating  themselves  between  the  windpipe 
and  the  oesophagus,  pressing  the  oeso- 
phagus back  against  the  buncs  of  the 
neck  and  greaty  obstructing  deglutition 
or  swallowing,  while  at  the  same  time 
little  or  no  enlargement  is  observed  on 
the  outside.  I  have  met  with  five  cases 
of  this  kind,  two  of  which — both  females 
—came  very  near  terminating  fatally  from  starvation,  both 
being  reduced  to  mere  skeletons.  Neither  could  swallow  a  par-

tide  of  solid  food,  and  it  was  with 
the  utmost  difficulty  that  liquids 
would  pass  into  the  stomach  ;

THE  SUN  IMPARTS  LIGHT  and  heat  to  the  earth: 
but  its  use  MUST  BE  PERSERVERED  IN,  and  continued 
without  intermission  or  interruption  until  a  cure  is  com- 
pletely accomplished.  The  time  necessary  to  effect  this 
depends  much  upon  the  size  of  the  tumor,  a  large  one 
requiring  a  much  longer  period  than  a  small  one.  The  usual 
time  is  from  six  months  to  a  year. 

I  would -here  observe,  once  for  all,  to  persons  affected 
with  Goitre,  Scirrhus,  or  Scrofulous  Tumors,  Ulceration 
of  the  Bones,  etc.,  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  take 
the  Alterative  for  several  months  before  the  desired  results 
can  be  hoped  for,  and  unless  they  do  this  their  money  will  be 
expended  without  benefit.

They  attack  and  destroy  the  skin,  bone  and  muscles:  but 
their  most  apparent  effects  are  upon  the  throat,  mouth,  and 
nose.

Chronic  inflammation  of  this  membrane  is  of  frequent  occur- 
rence, and  is  generally  very  tedious  in  its  cure.  It  attacks 
the  lining  of  the  nose.  ears,  throat,  windpipe,  and  other 
mucous  surfaces,  and  is  generally  attended  with  a  discharge 
more  or  less  offensive. 

Remedy  — Use  the  Alterative  the  same  as  for  Skin  Diseases. 
[See  page  18.] 

NERVOUSNESS.— Take  the  Alterative  or  Vermifuge 

and  Sanative  Pills. 

NEURALGIA. — Use  the  Alterative  and  Sanative  Pills 
in  conjunction  with  the  Liniment. 

PAINS  in  the  Bones  and  Joints. — Give  the  Ex- 
pectorant for  immediate  relief,  and  then  commence  the  use  of 
the  Alterative.  Take  it  until  a  cure  is  effected.  At  the  same 
time  frequently  bathe  the  parts  affected  with  Jayne's  Liniment.

PARALYSIS  or  Palsy.— This  condition  commonly 
results  from  pressure  upon  the  brain  or  nerves.  When  the 
paralysis  is  general,  and  arises  from  diseases  of  or  injuries  to 
the  brain,  it  usually  incurable  :  but  when  the  cause  can  be 
located  it  can  frequently  be  removed  by  the  skilful  surgeon,  or 
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if  susceptible  to  medical  treatment,  by  Jayne's  Alterative,  and 
the  patient  thereby  partially,  and  often  entirely,  restored.  It 
is  always  advisable  to  have  a  thorough  examination  made 
by  a  competent  physician  as  early  as  possible,  and  proceed 
as  the  symptoms  indicate.  Except  in  cases  necessarily  fatal 
Jayne's  Alterative  is  always  useful  and  wiil  often  remove 
the  obstruction  and  accomplish  a  cure. 

PHTHISIC  PULMONALIS,  Tuberculous  or 
Pulmonary  Consumption,  is  a  Scrofulous  Disease,  a 
deposition  of  Tubercles  in  the  Lungs,  by  the  growth,  suppura- 
tion and  discharge  of  which  the  Lungs  are  consumed,  and 
hence  the  name  Consumption.  Many  affections  of  the  Chest, 
termed  Consumption,  are  really  only  neglected  cases  of  Bron- 
chitis—a disease  very  different  in  character  and  originating 
from  a  different  cause— or  are  the  results  of  partially  cured 
Pleurisies,  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs,  or  other  Catarrhal 
Affections. 

Consumption  and  Bronchitis  resemble  each  other  so  closely 
as  to  make  it  sometimes  very  difficult  to  distinguish  the  one 
from  the  other.  Not  unfrequently  the  patient  labors  under 
both  diseases  at  the  same  time. 

The  symptoms  of  Bronchitis  are  commonly  far  more  alarm- 
ing to  the  laity  than  those  of  Consumption,  although  Bron- 
chitis is  nearly  always  curable  with  Jayne's  Expectorant  and 
Alterative,  while  Consumption,  though  often  arrested  and  the 
life  of  the  patient  greatly  prolonged  under  proper  treatment, 
is  rarely  thoroughly  eradicated.  Bronchitis  patients  are  gen- 
erally despondent,  while  the  Consumptive  is  almost  invaria- 
bly hopeful  and  confident  of  ultimate  cure.  The  cough 
of  the  Consumptive  is  short  and  dry.  Diarrhoea  or  Night 
Sweats  are  always  present.  Pure  blood  is  often  expectorated 
in  Consumption,  while  in  Bronchitis  it  is  usually  mixed 
with  matter.  The  best  medicines  for  this  disease  are  Jayne's 
Expectorant  and  Alterative,  supplemented  whenever  possible 
by  residence  in  an  even  climate  with  a  dry  atmosphere.  Use 
nutritious  diet  and  take  the  Alterative  three  times  a  day  as 
directed  on  page  18,  and  the  Expectorant  in  quite  small  doses 
whenever  the  cough  is  troublesome. 

PILES. — The  most  common  cause  of  Piles  is  debility  of 
the  bowels,  produced  by  the  irritation  of  ASCARIDES,  or 
small  white  thread-worms,  and  from  a  costive  habit  of  the 
body  and  the  too  frequent  use  of  alcetic  purges. 

Treatment. — Use  the  Sanative  Pills  at  bedtime  and  the 
Vermifuge  three  times  a  day.  To  allay  the  itching,  bathe  the 
parts  frequently  with  cold  water,  and  apply  the  ointment  of 
Iodide  of  Potassium,  mentioned  on  page  18,  two  or  three 
times  a  day.  A  very  soothing  application,  and  one  which  will 
often  give  great  comfort  to  the  patient  and  allay  the  intoler- 
able itching  which  sometimes  accompanies  the  disease,  is 
made  by  rubbing  up  half  an  ounce  of  pure,  dry  white  lead  in 
an  ounce  of  lard,  to  which  a  drachm  or  two  of  laudanum  may 
be  added. 

The  most  effectual  application  for  this  itching  is  an  ointment 
composed  of  three  grains  of  finely-powdered  nitrate  of  silver 
(lunar  caustic),  incorporated  into  a  drachm  of  fresh  lard — that 
is,  lard  which  does  not  contain  any  salt.  In  order  to  remove 
the  salt  from  the  lard  put  it  into  boiling  water. 

When  the  parts  are  swollen,  the  application  of  the  cold 
infusion  of  nutgalls  [see  Gargle,  page  4]  may  be  used  to 
advantage  by  bathing  the  parts  frequently  with  it.  When 
much  swollen  and  painful,  a  poultice  of  brown  slippery-elm 
bark  should  be  applied.  Warm  hip  baths,  or  steaming  the 
parts  affected  over  warm  water,  are  also  useful. 

PIMPLES  and  Pustules.— Take  the  Alterative  three 
times  a  day  and  the  Sanative  Pills  at  bedtime. 

PLEURISY  and  Inflammation  of  the  Lung's. — 
In  all  acute  inflammations  the  remedies  must  be  prompt  and 
decisive ;  therefore,  immediately  take  three  or  four  teaspoon- 
fuls  of  Expectorant  (enough  to  produce  considerable  nausea), 
cover  up  warmlv  in  bed,  and  drink  plenty  of  cold  water.  If 


!  perspiration  does  not  break  out  on  the  body  in  from  half  an 
hour  to  an  hour,  give  more  of  the  Expectorant  until  it  does ; 
at  the  same  time  bathe  the  parts  affected  frequently  with  my 
Liniment,  and  let  it  be  well  rubbed  into  the  skin.  The  per- 
spiration should  be  continued  from  one  to  three  hours,  or  until 
the  pain  has  subsided  and  the  patient  feels  no  constriction  in 
breathing,  after  which  the  bowels  should  be  freelv  opened  by 
the  Sanative  Pills;  and  if  any  pain  or  cough  remains,  the 
Expectorant  should  be  used  the  same  as  for  any  other  cough.  I 
I  have  always  succeeded  in  subduing  it  by  the  above  means 
in  from  one  to  two  hours'  time. 

'  Care  should  be  observed  to  avoid  taking  a  fresh  cold, 
and  if  the  soreness  does  not  wear  away  in  a  day  or  two, 
apply  a  blister  to  the  parts  affected. 

RHEUMATISM,  Acute.— In  acute  Rheumatism  the 
Expectorant  should  be  given  in  large  doses,  so  as  to  produce 
perspiration,  which  should  be  encouraged  and  kept  up  for  two 
or  three  hours.  This  course,  if  faithfully  carried  out,  will 
usually  subdue  the  disease  at  once;  if  it  should  fail,  recourse 
must  then  be  had  to  the  Alterative,  which  should  be  given  in 
as  large  doses  as  can  be  taken  without  distressing  the  head 
or  stomach,  and  costiveness  should  be  avoided  by  the  use  of 
the  Sanative  Pills  as  frequently  as  may  be  found  necessary. 
At  the  same  time  my  Liniment  should  be  applied  to  the  parts 
affected  several  times  a  day,  and  well  rubbed  into  the  skin. 
The  parts  should  be  frequently  washed  with  warm  water  I 
while  applying  the  Liniment, to  free  the  skin  from  the  remains  8 
of  former  applications.  Wearing  India-rubber  cloth  over  the 
parts  affected  is  also  often  very  serviceable. 

NEURALGIA  and  Gout  should  be  treated  in  ! 
precisely  the  same  manner. 

RHEUMATISM,  Chronic- Take  the  Alterative 
regularly  three  times  a  day,  in  as  large  doses  as  the  stomach  ! 
will  bear,  until  a  cure  is  effected,  and  also  apply  my  Liniment 
several  times  a  day  to  the  parts  affected,  rubbing  it  well  into 
the  skin  with  the  hands  and  fingers.  Warm  clothing  is  abso- 
lutely  necessary  to  prevent  a  relapse.  Thick  silk  or  flannel  I 
should  be  worn  over  the  parts  affected. 

SALT-RHEUM,  or  Tetter.— In  this  disease,  give  i 
the  Sanative  Pills  and  Alterative,  and  rub  the  Hair  Tonic  over  | 
the  parts  affected.    [See  Skin  Diseases.] 

SCALD  HEAD.— The  Alterative  should  be  given  reg-  j 
ularly  three  times  a  day,  and  the  Hair  Tonic  applied  once  or  j 
twice  daily ;  and  if  the  head  will  bear  it,  brush  it  with  a  good  ! 
hair  brush;  at  the  same  time  the  bowels  should  be  regu-  i 
lated  by  the  use  of  the  Sanative  Pills  as  often  as  may  be  I 
necessary.  If  it  should  be  found  desirable  to  comb  the  hair,  j 
with  a  fine  tooth  comb  to  clean  off  the  scurf,  be  careful  not  to  ! 
let  the  teeth  touch  the  scalp,  or  you  will  wound  it  and  make 
the  disease  worse.  Sometimes  the  external  application  of  the  j 
ointment  of  Iodide  of  Potassium  (twenty  grains  to  the  ounce)  | 
is  serviceable. 

SCROFULA. — Scrofula  in  all  its  multiplied  forms,  such  i 
as  King's  Evil,  Tumors,  Enlargement  of  the  Glands  or 
Bones, Goitre, Chronic  Rheumatism,  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  etc., 
emanate  from  one  and  the  same  cause,  which  is  a  poisonous 
principle  or  virus  inherent  in  the  human  system.  To  the 
Alterative's  action  in  removing  this  destructive  virus  and  anti- 
doting  its  effects  is  to  be  attributed  the  remarkable  cures 
which  have  so  generally  followed  its  use.  And  it  is  not  an 
infrequent  experience  of' persons  using  it  for  the  suppression 
of  one  malignant  growth  or  eruption  to  find  a  chronic  or  com- 
plicated ailment  which  they  had  thought  beyond  the  reach  of 
treatment  to  entirely  disappear. 

SCURVY.— Use  the  Alterative  and  Sanative  Pills. 

SK.IN  DISEASES.— For  all  unhealthy  conditions  of 
the  skin,  whatever  the  cause,  my  Alterative  is  the  most  j, 
effective  remedy.    [See  page  18.] 
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TO  ALLAY  THE  ITCHING,  rub  on  gently  with  the  fingers 
a  small  portion  of  the  Ointment  of  Iodide  of  Potassium 
(page  18)  as  often  as  may  be  found  necessary,  or  an  ointment 
composed  of  two  drachms  of  pure,  dry  white  lead  and  a 
drachm  of  laudanum,  rubbed  up  in  an  ounce  of  fresh  lard ; 
or,  the  Wash  for  Eruptions  (page  18)  may  be  used. 
Fig.  7  is  a  representation  of  a  magnified  portion  of  the  skin, 

which  shows  by  what  a  very 
tortuous  and  circular  manner 
the  perspiratory  vessels  pass 
through  the  skin  to  the  sur- 
face. These  vesssels  are  so 
exceedingly  small  that  any 
particles  thrown  off  by  the 
blood,  more  gross  than  the  ordinary  healthy  perspirations, 
will  clog  them  up,  and  cause  either  more  or  less  disease  of  the 
skin,  or  being  repelled,  produce  internal  diseases  of  a  more 
dangerous  character. 

SORE  EYES.— Dissolve  sixteen  grains  of  acetate  of 
zinc  in  half  a  pint  of  soft  water  (rose  water  is  best),  and 
apply  it  to  the  eyes  several  times  a  day. 

SORE  MOUTH.— The  best  local  remedy  for  sore  or 
ulcerated  mouth  or  throat  is  the  frequent  application  of  the 
tincture  of  nutgalls,  diluted  with  an  equal  portion  of  cold 
water,  or  a  tea  made  of  the  galls  may  be  substituted,  and 
when  cold,  wash  or  rinse  the  mouth  with  it  very  frequently. 
[See  "  Gargle,"  page  4.]  ,  If  the  disease  originates  from  the 
abuse  of.  Mercury,  Scrofula,  Scurvy,  or  any  impurity  of  the 
blood,  the  Alterative  and  Sanative  Pills  should  also  be  used. 

SOKE  NIPPLES. — Pour  boiling  water  on  nutgalls  (or 
oak  bark,  if  galls  cannot  be  obtained),  and  when  cold,  strain 
it  off  and  bathe  the  parts  with  it;  or  dip  a  cloth  in  the  tea  and 
apply  it;  or  twenty  grains  of  tannin  may  be  dissolved  in  an 
ounce  of  water  and  applied.  The  application  of  a-  few  drops 
of  collodion  to  the  raw  surface  has  been  highly  recommended 
by  some  physicians.  It  forms,  when  dry,  a  perfect  coating 
over  the  diseased  surface. 

SPASMODIC  PAINS  of  tKe  Muscles  of  tKe 
CKest,  Arms,  etc. — This  affection  comes  on  very  sud- 
denly, and  while  it  lasts  the  pain  is  excruciatingly  severe.  It 
may  be  distinguished  from  the  pain  arising  from  inflammation 
by  its  sudden  appearance  and  disappearance.  The  person  is 
suddenly  attacked  with  a  violent  pain  in  and  around  the  whole 
or  a  part  of  the  chest,  extending  oftentimes  into  the  shoulder 
and  running  down  to  the  ends  of  the  fingers.  There  is  some- 
times so  much  contraction  of  the  chest  as  to  give  very  painful 
feelings  of  suffocation.  It  may  last  an  hour  or  so,  or  only  a 
few  minutes,  and  then  subside,  and  then  return  again  with  as 
much  violence  as  ever  to  the  same  parts ;  or  it  may  attack 
some  other  part  of  the  body.  Persons  laboring  under  Dys- 
pepsia or  Diseased  Liver  are  exceedingly  liable  to  attacks  of 
it.  To  remove  the  spasmodic  pains,  take  two  or  three  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  my  Expectorant,  and  the  pain  will  entirely  sub- 
side in  a  few  minutes;  and  if  it  should  return  again,  repeat 
the  dose  of  Expectorant.

TEETHING. — Children  often  suffer  exceedingly  during 
dentition  which  is  sometimes  followed  by  diarrhoea,  cholera 
infantum  or  summer  complaint,  convulsions  and  death.  The 
swollen  gums  should  immediately  be  opened  and  lanced  down 
to  the  protruding  teeth,  and  the  Carminative  Balsam  given 
to  remove  the  nervous  irritability  and  to  subdue  the  deranged 
state  of  the  stomach  and  bowels.

ULCERS  of  all  Kind*.— Give  the  Alterative  three 
times  a  day,  according  to  the  directions,  and  regulate  the 
Dowels  by  the  Sanative  Pills.  When  the  ulcers  are  inflamed 
and  angry,  poultice  them  with  ground  slippery-elm  bark,  beat 
\nto  a  perfect  jelly,  with  water  or  a  tea  made  of  hops.  When

The  following  will  be  found  a  very  efficacious  prescription 
to  alleviate  the  pain  and  burning  sensation  often  experienced 
in  voiding  the  urine.  Take  balsam  copaiba,  one  ounce ;  sweet 
spirits  of  nitre,  one  ounce;  sugar,  half  an  ounce;  powdered 
gum  arabic,  one  ounce  ;  laudanum,  one  drachm  ;  compound 
spirits  of  lavender,  two  drachms  ;  peppermint  water,  sufficient 
to  make  an  eight-ounce  mixture.  A  little  essence  of  pepper- 
mint may  also  be  added  to  cover  the  taste.  The  dose  for  an 
adult  is  a  tablespoonful  three  times  a  day.. 

If  the  above  remedies  should  fail,  take  super,  or  bicarbonate 
of  soda,  as  much  as  will  lie  on  a  five-cent  piece,  four  or  five 
times  a  day,  dissolved  in  a  quantity  of  cold  water. 

FOR  INCONTINENCE  OF  URINE,  and  where 
there  appears  to  be  a  great  deal  of  irritation  and  heat -about 
the  neck  of  the  bladder  or  along  the  urethra,  I  have  frequently 
found  that  by  adding  four  or  five  drops  of  the  tincture  of 
Spanish  flies  to  each  ounce  of  the  above  mixture  of  copaiba, 
and  giving  the  patient  from  one  to  two  teaspoonfuls  of  it  three 
times  a  day,  relief  followed  when  every  other  remedy  appeared 
unavailing.  When  the  irritation  arises  from  a  stone  in  the 
bladder,  no  remedy  but  the  removal  of  the  stone  will  be  of 
much  service.  . 

"WEAKNESS  OF  THE  EYES. — In  cases  of  weak- 
ness of  the  eyes  from  want  of  power  in  the  optic  nerves,  the 
Alterative  has  been  found  of  great  value,  as  indeed  it  is  also 
in  all  cases  of  nervous  debility.

TO  RE.WOVE  MILDEW.— Rub  over  the  marks  with  a  piece 
of  raw  tomatoe,  sprinkle  with  salt,  and  lay  in  the  sun.  Re- 
peat the  process  if  necessary  two  or  three  times. 

A  NEW  METHOD  of  blanching  almonds  is  to  soak  them 
overnight  in  cold  water.  This  is  said  to  be  a  decided  im- 
provement on  the  usual  method  of  throwing  them  into  boiling 

water,       .   _  ^ 

BRIGHT  SAUCEPANS  before  being  used  on  a  smoky  fire 
should  be  rubbed  over  on  the  outside  with  a  little  fat.  Then 
after  use,  if  washed  in  warm,  soapy  water,  they  will  be  as 
bright  as  ever. 

SALT  AND  VINEGAR  make  an  excellent  solution  for  clean- 
ing wine  decanters.  A  dessertspoonful  of  salt  put  into  a 
wine  decanter,  moistened  with  vinegar  and  well  shaken  gen- 
erally removes  all  stains. 

IT  IS  A  MISTAKE  to  lay  scrubbing-brushes  with  the  bristle- 
side  upward.  They  should  always  be  put  with  the  bristles 
down,  otherwise  the  water  will  soak  into  the  wooden  part 
and  the  bristles  will  very  soon  become  loose. 

A  LAUNDRY  HINT. — In  washing  woolen  goods  they  should 
never  be  rubbed,  but  cleansed  by  drawing  through  the  hands 
up  and  down.  Wring  as  dry  as  possible,  and  rinse  in  a  tub 
of  water  in  which  a  little  soap  has  been  dissolved. 

POTATOES  IN  THEIR  JACKETS  are  more  nutritious  than 
when  peeled,  because  right  under  the  skin  is  all  the  rich  pot- 
ash which  is  so  beneficial  to  the  body.  If  peeled,  it  must  be 
very  thin,  and  they  should  be  steamed,  not  boiled. 

IN  LAUNDERING  COLORED  SHIRT  WAISTS  or  negligee 
shirts  use  lukewarm  water  with  plenty  of  salt  in  it,  and  a 
moderate  application  of  some  pure  white  soap.  Dry  wrong 
side  out  in  the  shade,  and  remove  from  the  line  as  soon  as 
dried.  .  ; 

COMPETENT  LAUNDRESSES  assert  that  the  first,  rinsing 
water  should  be  tepid,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  still  more 
or  less  soap  on  the  clothes,  and  soap  in  uniting  *vitrt  the 
dirt,  makes  a  dirty,  gummy  solution.  Rinse  in  hard  vater, 
sav  they,  using  an  ample  supply.

CANDLES  BURN  BETTER  and  more  slowly  if  they  have 
been  stored  in  a  dry  place  six  or  seven  weeks  before  using. 
Soap  will  go  twice  as  far  if  well  dried.  If  should  be  cut 
into  small  blocks  and  then  arranged  in  tiers  with  spaces 
between  to  allow  them  to  dry. 

TEACUPS,  EVEN  WHEN  CAREFULLY  KEPT,  sometimes 
have  dark  stains  at  the  bottom,  caused  by  the  action  of  the 
tannin  in  the  tea.  Salt,  slightly  moistened  will  remove  these, 
but  in  the  case  of  very  fine  china,  sometimes  scratches  it  a 
little.  Powdered  whiting  will  be  found  quite  harmless  and 
equally  good. 

ALWAYS  SAVE  YOUR  EGGSHELLS  and  use  them  for  the 
purpose  of  cleaning  bottles  and  cruets.  Store  them  in  a  box, 
and  when  you  wish  to  wash  the  bottles  crush  the  shells  up 
very  fine,  partly  fill  the  bottles  with  them,  pour  hot  soap- 
suds over  them,  and  then  shake  well.  Rinse  out  in  clear 
water,  and  your  bottles  will  be  bright  and  clean. 

TO  REMOVE  SLIGHT  SCRATCHES  from  plate  glass,  first 
clean  the  surface  by  gently  rubbing  with  a  pad  of  cotton-wool; 
then  cover  the  pad  with  cotton-velvet  charged  with  fine 
rouge.  This  will  not  only  remove  the  scratches,  but  will  also 
impart  a  great  brilliancy  to  the  glass,  which  should  be  the 
object  whenever  the  cleaning  process  is  pursued. 


TO  SET  THE  delicate 
colors  in  muslin  soak  one 
quarter  hour  before  wash- 
ing in  a  pail  of  water  con- 
taining a  dessertspoon- 
ful of  turpentine. 

WHEN  FLAVORING  SOUP  never  use  powdered  spices,  as 
they  form  a  sediment  at  the  bottom  of  the  plate  and  spoil  the 
appearance.  Whole  cloves  and  other  spices  should  be  stuck 
into  the  vegetables  while  boiling.  Long  pepper  is  superior 
to  ground,  but  it  requires  several  hours'  boiling. 

OLD  FELT  HATS  may  be  made  very  useful  for  polishing 
furniture  or  varnished  floors.  To  make  a  polisher,  get  an 
old,  soft,  long-handled  brush,  make  a  good  thick  pad  of  any 
odd  pieces  of  woolen  material,  and  cover  with  an  old  felt  hat. 
Nail  this  on  to  the  worn-out  head  in  such  a  way  that  no  nails 
stick  out.  With  this  one  can  polish  stained  boards  with  very 
little  trouble. 

KITCHEN  PAINTS  will  soon  acquire  a  shabby,  dull  look 
from  the  frequent  cleaning  that  is  necessary  in  this  room. 
The  use  of  soap  only  increases  the  difficulty,  especially  if  the 
paints  are  varnished.  The  best  method  is  to  boil  one  pound 
of  bran  in  a  gallon  of  water  for  an  hour,  then  wash  the  paint 
with  this  L>ran  water,  and  it  will  not  only  be  kept  clean,  but 
bright  and  glossy. 

BOOTS  AND  SHOES  to  be  kept  in  good  order  ought  often 
to  be  cleaned,  whether  they  are  worn  or  not,  care  being  taken 
also  that  they  are  not  left  in  a  damp  place  nor  be  put  too 
near  the  fire  to  dry.  In  cleaning,  take  care  to  brush  and  not 
scrape  the  dirt  away  from  the  seams,  and  allow  the  hard 
brush  to  do  its  work  thoroughly  and  well,  and  the  polish  will 
be  all  the  brighter  for  it. 

TABLECLOTHS  USUALLY  WEAR  at  the  folds  before  they 
begin  to  show  signs  of  wear  generally.  It  is  true  that  the 
folds  are  not -always  made  in  exactly  the  same  places  even  by 
the  same  laundress,  but  they  usually  are,  and  at  any  rate,  the 
centre  fold  always  comes  in  the  same  place.  It  is  a  good  plan 
after  a  time  to  cut  a  small  piece  off  one  side  and  one  end  of 
the  cloth,  for  this  insures  all  the  folds  being  made  in  a  new 
place  in  the  future,  thus  giving  the  cloth  a  fresh  start. 

TO  -PREVENT  PALE  BLUE  FADING  IN  THE  WASH.— 
Make  a  lather  of  yellow  soap,  soak  the  article  in  this  till 
clean,  rinse  in  clean  warm  water  to  get  out  all  the  soap, 
plunge  into  a  gallon  of  boiling  water  to  which  has  been  added 
a  piece  of  alumn  the  size  of  a  walnut.  Let  it  remain  in  the 
water  the  length  of  time  necessary  to  enable  it  to  absorb  the 
right  amount  of  color.  This  will  gradually  deepen  the  shade 
of  the  blue. 

WASHING  BLANKETS.— Blankets  washed  in  the  following 
way  are  soft  and  light  as  new:  Mix  a  tablespoonful  of  pul- 
verized borax  in  a  pint  of  soft  soap,  make  strong  suds  in  cold 
water,  put  in  the  blankets  and  let  them  remain  all  night.  In 
the  morning  work  them  up  and  down  with  the  hands,  and 
put  them  into  another  tub  of  cold  water ;  rinse  them  through 
three  waters  and  hang  them  up  without  wringing.  When 
they  have  hung  a  little  while  turn  them  half  round.  Choose 
a  sunny  day  with  some  breeze. 

Cleaning  Hairbrushes.— Valuable  brushes,  such  as 

those  with  ivory  or  tortoise-shell  backs,  may  be  cleansed  by 
using  bran  instead  of  soap  and  water.  The  brush  is  dipped 
into  bran,  which  must  be  rubbed  into  the  bristles  as  one 
would  do  soap,  and  the  particles  may  be  afterward  removed 
by  tapping  the  brush,  bristles  downward  on  the  table.  The 
process  is  somewhat  lengthy,  but  it  prevents  the  bristles  from 
becoming  softened,  as  they  inevitably  must  be  if  wetted. 
When  every  trace  of  bran  has  been  removed,  the  brush  will 
be  found  to  be  perfectly  clean,  and  may  then  be  wiped  with 
a  soft  silk  handkerchief. 
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€?>6e  Weather  and 
Watch  Springs. 

A JEWELER  says :  There  is  a  regular  epi- 
demic to  which  watches  are  subject.  It 
is  produced  by  certain  electric  conditions 
of  the  atmosphere.  The  mainspring  becomes 
magnatized  and  more  brittle,  and  a  slight 
shock  will  break  it.  Occasionally  it  will  snap 
from  no  apparent  cause  whatever.    1  have 
had  it  happen  to  watches  lying  in  the  show- 
case or  on  the  rack  there.    You  know,  of 
course,  that   such   atmospheric  conditions 
frequently  disturb  telegraph  and  telephone 
lines,  and  even  prevent  communication.  That 
might  be  expected,  as  they  are  operated  by 
electricity,  but  the  effect  on  watches  is  sing- 
ular.   Frequently  even  a  severe  thunderstorm  will  pro- 
duce it,  but  an  auroral  display  which  seems  to  be  an 
electrical  disturbance,  is  sure  to  result  in  many  broken  watch 
springs,  and  no  better  term  could  be  applied  to  the  trouble 
than  epidemic. 

No  there  is  no  reliable  protection  against  it,  though  many 
things  have  been  tried  and  many  thousands  of  dollars  have 
been  spent.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  temper  the  springs 
by  electricty,  a  sort  of  inoculation  against  the  disease.  Then 
a  small  plate  or  disk  of  soft  iron  placed  within  the  case  to 
absorb  the  magnetism,  a  disinfectant,  so  to  speak,  has  given 
some  good  results.

A.  SicKroom  Hint. 
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IN  a  recent  case  of  illness  in  which  a  trained 
nurse  was  employed,  the  pleasant  air  of 
the  sick  room  was  noticeable.  When 
commented  on,  the  nurse  explained  how  it 
was  managed.  A  few  pieces  of  brown  papgf 
had  been  soaked  in  saltpetre  water  and 
allowed  to  dry.  When  occasion  required  a 
piece  of  this  was  laid  in  a  tin  pan  kept  for 
the  purpose  'the  coal  scuttle  would  do),  a 
handful  of  dried  lavender  flowers  laid  upon 
It,  and  a  match  applied.  The  aroma  was 
particularly  refreshing  and  agreeable.  An- 
other suggestion  in  the  same  line  applied  to 
the  use  of  lavender  in  another  form.  A  few 
drops  of  the  oil  of  lavender  poured  into  a 
glass  of  very  hot  water  will  purify  the  air  of  a  room 
almost  instantly. 


&he  Care  o/  Bedding. 

SHEETS  can  be  made  to  last  by  careful  attention,  almost 
twice  as  long  as  they  otherwise  would.  As  soon  as  they 
begin  to  get  thin  in  the  centre,  and  before  they  are 
factually  commencmg  to  split  there,  they  should  be  torn  in  two 
lengthwise,  and  the  outer  edges  sewed  together,  thus  bring- 
ing the  unworn  portion  of  the  sheet  to  the  centre  where  the 
hardest  wear  is.  This  seam  in  the  middle  need  not  be  the 
least  unsightly.  As  it  will  be  of  the  selvedge  edges  they  can 
either  be  neatly  overcast  by  hand  or  sewed  by  machine  in  a 
flat  seam,  that  is,  by  lapping  one  edge  over  the  other  and 
stitching  down  as  close  to  each  edge  as  possible.  The  outer 
edges  of  a  sheet  thus  made  over  should,  of  course,  have  a 
narrow  hem.  Sheets  may  also  be  patched  to  advantage  ;  but 
in  doing  so  old  muslin  or  linen,  rather  than  new,  should  be 
used. 

Blankets  should  be  darned  with  fine  yarn  and  when  the 
edges  are  worn  they  should  be  rebound  with  ribbon.  When 
it  is  necessary  to  patch  one,  the  neatest  way  of  doing  so  is 
to  baste  the  patch  on  and  herringbone  the  edges  down  on 
both  sides  with  silk  floss. 

Bedding  should  not  only  be  aired,  but  likewise  sunned 
daily  to  keep  it  sweet. 


For  the  Spare  Room. 

SEE  that  all  windows  open  easily  at  the  top  as  well  as  at  the 
bottom,  that  blinds  work  well,  doors  open  and  shut 
easily,  the  locks  being  in  good  order.  Leave  all  presses, 
drawers  and  cupboards  perfectly  empty.  Nothing  is  so 
annoying  to  a  visitor  as  to  have  to  keep  all  his  or  her  clothes 
in  trunks  because  part  or  all  of  the  receptacles  are  filled  ud 
with  belongings  of  the  family,  sundry  members  of  which 
come  to  her  room  at  all  times  and  seasons,  convenient  or  the 
reverse,  for  a  dress  or  coat.  Let  there  be  fresh  paper  in  the 
drawers — kitchen  or  packing  paper,  not  newspaper. 

Even  if  there  be  electric  light  or  gas,  a  bedroom  candlestick 
should  find  its  place  in  the  room  and  a  box  of  matches  as 
well.

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DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  RAILROAD 


THE  ORIGIN  of  one  of  the  mighty  agents  of  com- 
merce and  civilization  may  be  traced  Jo  the  contriv- 
ance for  carrying  coal  in  the  mines  in  Northumber- 
land and  Durham  to  shipping  points  on  the  Tyn 
and  Wear.  It  consisted  of  parallel  lines  of  beams 
or  trams  to  prevent  the  wheels  from  slipping. 
This  is  the  first  idea  we  have  that  can  be  called  railroad. 
Before  the  use  of  trams  planks  for  the  wheels  to  run  upon 
and  make  hauling  easier  were  used.  The  first  improvement 
after  the  advent  of  wood  beams  was  the  covering  of  them 
with  metal  and  later  the  cast  iron  rail  was  invented  and  was 
used  by  placing  them  on  cross  ties.  Several  wagons  running 
on  these  rails  were  joined  together  and  drawn  by  horses 
which  of  course,  was  a  very  slow  method.  The  next  im- 
provement, and  the  one  which  changed  motive  power  was 
the  invention  of  the  steam  locomotive  by  George  Stephen- 
son in  the  beginning  of  the  19th  Century.  Before  this  tirae 
many  experiments  had  been  made,  but  were  of  little  or  no 
value,  and  so  Stephenson's  great  triumph  with  his  Rocket  is 
really  the  foundation  of  the  modern  steam  engine. 

The  first  locomotive  Stephenson  built  was  for  the  Killings- 
worth  road  in  1814  and  could  haul  35  tons  at  the  rate  of 
four  miles  per  hour.  He  kept  making  improvement  after 
improvement,  however,  and  in  1825  he  made  a  locomotive 
for  a  test  on  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  railroad  to  deter- 
mine what  motive  ,power  was  to  be  used.  Stephenson  had 
hit  on  the  idea  of  making  the  exhaust  steam  go  up  the 
chimney,  thus  causing  a  powerful  draught  on  the  furnace 
and  giving  more  power  for  driving  the  locomotive,  which 
idea  he  put  into  the  locomotive  for  this  test.  After  a  test  of 
four  months  his  locomotive  was  decided  upon  as  he  demon- 
strated thoroughly  that  he  could  haul  heavy  loads  and  at  fast 
speed.  The  formal  opening  of  the  road  for  the  public  was 
not  until  the  following  year  and  on  one  of  the  runs,  a  month 
or  two  later,  his  locomotive  hauled  18  wagon  loads  of  cotton, 
200  barrels  of  flour,  63  sacks  of  oatmeal  and  34  sacks  of  salt 
from  Liverpool  to  Manchester,  a  distance  of  30  miles,  in  tw  o 
hours  and  39  minutes.    Exceptional  time  for  heavy  loads. 

These  types  of  locomotives  embody  the  principle  from 
which  all  the  modern  locomotive  with  the  quadruple  boilers, 
etc.,  are  made;  so  it  can  truly  be  said  that  Stephenson  was 
the  inventor  of  the  great  locomotive. 

The  first  railway  in  America,  according  to  common  report 
was  a  short  stretch  of  track  laid  by  Silas  Whitney  on  Beacon 
street,  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1807;  but  the  first  line  of  which  we 
have  any  official  record  is  one  three  quarters  of  a  mile  long 
constructed  by  Thomas  Deiper  at  his  stone  quarry  in  Dela- 
ware, in  1809.  Neither  of  these,  however,  had  the  locomotive 
for  motive  power,  but  used  horseflesh  to  haul  the  loads. 

The  first  railroad  using  the  locomotive  was  one  16  miles 
long  in  Carbondale,  Pa.    The  engine  was  built  in  England  | 
and  brought  over  and  put  in  operation  in  1829  by  Mr.  Allen, 
chief  engineer  of  the  road  and  who  personally  ran  the  engine 
on  its  first  trip. 

There  are  to-day  about  five  hundred  thousand  miles  of  rail- 
roads in  the  world  and  in  almost  every  country  of  the  globe. 
Of  this  great  mileage  there  are  in  the  United  States  nearly  | 
200,000  miles  of  tracks  exclusive  of  tracks  for  sidings,  etc., 
and  counting  these  tracks  the  total  is  nearly  275,000  miles. 
This  is  between  two-fifths  and  three-fifths  of  all  the  railroads 
in  the  world.  European  countries  together  have  176,000,  not 
quite  two-fifths  of  all  the  miles  of  railroad. 

In  England  and  countries  where  the  country  is  very 
thickly  populated,  the  purpose  of  the  railroad  is  mostly  for 
quick  service  and  thus  the  great  expenditure  for  straight 
roads  is  warranted.  The  hills  are  cut  out  and  the  hollows 
filled  up,  and  hills  or  mountains  if  too  high  to  cross,  are 


tunneled,  and  in  some  cases  rivers  are  tunneled  instead  ol 
being  bridged,  and  in  the  cities  the  approaches  to  the  large 
stations  in  most  instances  are  elevated  above  the  streets. 
(  The  development  of  the  western  part  of  the  United  States 
is  due  to  the  railroads,  and  except  in  the  mountains  it  is 
cheaper  to  go  around  a  small  hill  than  to  cut  it  out  or  cross  it. 
and  then,  too,  the  foundations  are  not  so  solid,  but  as  soon  as 
the  country  becomes  thickly  populated  the  distance  between 
terminals  is  shortened  by  the  straightening  of  tracks  and 
traffic  is  made  much  safer  and  better  by  good  heavy  balusted 
road  beds,  and  in  our  larger  systems  two,  three  or  four  tracks 
are  necessary  to  handle  express  and  freight  trains. 

In  the  fifties  it  took  months  to  go  from  coast  to  coast 
while  now  you  can  go  to  the  same  place  in  as  many  days. 
The  West  depends  on  its  existence  and  wealth  for  the 
marketing  of  its  products  which  are  food  stuffs  and  meats;  it 
supplies  this  country  and  foreign  countries  with  her  product 
and  this  is  only  possible  by  the  railroad.  The  East  would 
not  receive  any  of  the  fruits  from  California  if  it  were  not  for 
the  refrigerator  cars  which  keep  it  in  good  salable  condition 
when  it  reaches  its  destination.  So  the  great  orchards  would 
go  to  waste  as  there  would  be  no  market. 

Chicago,  which  is  the  headquarters  for  the  greatest  meat 
packing  establishments  in  the  world  could  not  get  the  stock 
there  and  then  after  being  made  up  in  different  products 
shipped  to  all  parts  of  the  world  were  it  not  for  the  railroad. 
This  indirectly  would  effect  the  rancher  and  other  great  in- 
dustries which  go  to  make  up  this  great  nation. 

There  are  about  twenty-five  large  systems  of  railroads  in 
this  country  and  numerous  smaller  ones  which  are  ow  ned  or 
controlled  by  the  larger  ones.  It  is  these  railroads  with  the 
feeders  and  smaller  roads  which  have  one  of  its  terminals  on 
or  near  the  larger  one  and  the  other  out  in  the  rural  sections 
which  makes  the  great  commerce  possible. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  is  the  largest  of  the  greater 
systems,  having  over  10,000  miles  and  with  the  roads  which 
it. controls  or  owns  a  total  mileage  of  nearly  18,000  miles. 

It  has  outlets  to  the  seaboard  in  all  the  larger  industrial 
centers  of  the  Eastern  States  and  Middle  States,  so  as  to  get 
good  markets  for  goods  from  another  section.  On  its  main 
roads  there  are  three  and  four  tracks  well  balasted  ;  the  roads 
are  becoming  straighter,  grades  cut  to  the  lowest  percentage 
and  everything  done  to  make  lime  in  hauling  freight  or  ex- 
press trains  at  the  minimum  of  wear  on  rolling  stock  and 
thus  at  the  cheapest  cost.  Millions  of  dollars  are  being 
expended  each  year  on  road  beds,  rails,  locomotives  and  cars, 
for  every  purpose.  What  is  true  of  this  railroad  in  this 
regard  is  true  of  all  the  railroads,  as  it  is  necessary  to  keep 
everything  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  the  ever  increas- 
ing business.  The  profit  on  this  one  great  system  is  said 
to  be  between  $35,000,000  and  $40,000,000  annually.  One 
of  the  greatest  undertaking  this  road  has  done  is  the  build- 
ing of  a  tunnel  under  the  Hudson  River  so  as  to  run  the 
trains  into  New  York  City,  instead  of  using  the  ferry  boats 
from  Jersey  City,  thus  saving  changes  and  a  great  loss  of 
time,  and  this  means  money. 

The  Russian  Government  is  building  a  railroad  to  trans- 
verse her  great  domain  which,  when  completed  will  be  6000 
miles  long.  With  feeders  to  this  system  will  make  possible 
the  development  of  much  land  now  desolate. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  great  railroads  and  space  will 
not  permit  the  mention  of  others.  The  possibilities  of  the 
railroad  for  the  future  is  very  great  and  no  doubt  electricity, 
which  has  proven  successful  in  several  tests  as  the  motive 
power  will  displace  the  steam  engine,  yet  as  it  is  to  day  the 
embodiment  of  Stephenson  ideas  it  is  the  prime  factor  in  the 
commerce  of  the  world.
